LIBERALS WIN 

» 

Carabin's and P-C's 
Oppose; Defeat 
Amendments 



In • bilingual session highlighted 
by sharp verbal duels and thund- 
ered -wisecracks, the C.C.F. and 
L.P.P. supported the Liberal Reso- 
lution to defeat .the combined oppo- 
sition of the University of Montreal 
(Mouvement Républicain Confed- 
eral) and the Progressive Con- 
servatives. 

A real cross-section of Canadian 
opinion was expressed in this Par- 
liament, and the five political par- 
ties represented thrashed out many 
Canadian Issues, some of them hav- 
ing little relation to the resolu- 
tion under discussion. Dr. Ollivier 
of the House of Commons in Ot- 
tawa was Speaker for this session, 
and all parties presented bilingual 
speakers. 

The Liberal Government pre- 
sented s Resolution proposing the 
taking-over by the Dominion of 
certain taxes from the provinces, 
who would be repayed a minimum 
of 18 dollars per capita per annum. 
They also proposed a compensatory 
fiscal policy to smooth out the fluc- 
tuations of the business cycle and 
thus avoid depressions. 

"The Liberals want to turn our 
confederation into a Union, losing 
us our hard-won liberties," charged 
Pierre Ste. Marie of the official 
Opposition. He added that Confede- 
ration was a pact, and could not be 
changed without the consent of 
both parties to this pact. 

Speaking for the C.C.F., Jon 
Wolfe agreed to the tax proposals 
of the Resolution, but opposed the 
fiscal policy on the grounds that it 
was not strong enough to control 
the big monopolies. "Quebec is 
considered as a sort of Indian res- 
ervation," ha continued, by the 
big monopolies, a pool of cheap 
labour. He added that racial pre- 
judice was symptom of economic 
inequality. v 

Gil Rosenberg of the L.P.P. said* 
that the stand of the Liberals did 
not correspond with the stand of 
the Dominion party. He accepted 
the centralization proposals of the 
Liberals but moved an amendment 
to raise - personal income taxes, 
corporation and inheritance taxes, 
and to' eliminate sales taxes. 

'This Government is trying to 
substitute coercion for confidence," 
stated Bob Simpson of the Progres- 
sive Conservatives. He added that 
80 per cent, of the people in the 
Dominion are from provinces op- 
posed to the Fed. proposals and that 
the provincial premiers, being close 
to their people, should know what 
they want. 

The Liberals then supported their 
resolution, claiming that it would 
result in a more equal distribution 
of wealth throughou tthe provinces, 
charging the C.C.F. and LP.P. with 
•tad economies".

The finals in the Bovey Shield 
Debating Contest, designed to dis- 
cover the most proficient freshman 
debator, were held at Dawson Col- 
lege last evening and Kenneth Ha- 
gue, a student veteran belonging 
to the Engineering Faculty at Daw- 
son, was declared the winner. , 

Mr. Hague opposed the resolu- 
tion that political clubs on the Mc- 
Gill Campus should be abolished, 
stressing the fact that a college ed- 
ucation is not a mere matter of 
book learning but involves studies 
of life and citizenship in which 
Political Clubs play a large part. 

The three other finallists were 
George Powell, Dawson Arts Stu- 
dent, Libble Parkin of R.V.C., and 
Hugh Hamilton, McGlll Science 
man. Of these the two former op- 
posed the resolution while Mr. 
Hamilton upheld it. 

.Mr. Powell said that Campus 
Groups are taking their politics 
very seriously and so sharing the 
responsibilities of citizenship. 

Miss Parkin is of the opinion 
that universities must not isolate 
themselves fro mthe world, but 
must take a part in politics. Mr. 
Hamilton, who would prefer the 
replacement of Political Clubs by 
political science clubs, with repre- 
sentatives from all parties, regards 
the presence of the former as be- 
ing decidedly bad for the Campus. 

Five minutes were allotted to 
each speaker, and content and de- 
livery were taken equally into con- 
sideration by the judges, Mrs. 
Cann, Mr. George Falle and Mr. J. 
J. Coyle. Mr. Wilfred Bovey. Di- 
rector of the McGlll Extension De- 
partment, presented the shield to 
the winner before an audience of 
over a hundred persons. 

The chairman of the contest, the 
first to be held outside Montreal 
since its introduction twenty years 
ago, was Isadore Rosenfeld. 



480 Vets Swell Enrolment 

At McGill January 1947 



Mora than •480 new veteran stu- 
dents will be enrolled in an extra 
academic session starting this Jan- 
uary, it was announced yesterday 
by Dr. F. Cyril James following a 
meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors. This figure is baaed on ac- 
costed applications and estimates, 
with new applications being re- 
ceived dally. 

Too new students will be drawn 
from Ontario and western Canada, 
bo well as from Quebec and the 
Maritimes. Officially McGlll has 
informed the Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs that it is ready to 
accommodate Toronto and western 
veterans who cannot be cared for 
until a new session at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto and at western uni- 
versities. 



In January. 1W5, McGUl opened 
its doors to some 180 veterans, the 
first such. group in Canada to be 
admitted to a new university ses- 
sion opening in January. With the 
admittance of the 460 or more vet- 
erans due to begin work next 
month, McGill, will take in the last 
such veteran group to be accom- 
modated at « major Canadian uni- 
versity. 

Present figures show that 4M 
men and 11 women will enter in 
courses in arts, science, commerce 
and engineering. Majority of these 
students will be entered in first 
year work. 

Of the 4M men. 69 are married 
veterans. Entering first year work 
in the faculty of arts and' science

TO PREPARE FOR CONFERENCE 



StudentGovernment 
Arouses Attention 

Two subjects, vital to students, 
housing and student government 
were discussed at the fourth gen- 
eral meeting of the local' committee 
of NFCUS in the Music Room yes- 
terday. 

Preparatory to the national con- 
ference, of NFCUS in Toronto on 
Dec. 37, 28, 29, the local committee 
presented the results of the studies 
of two of its panel committees. The 
first report, on student government, 
was presented by Mike Townsend, 
chairman of the panel committee 
on student government. The sub 
jects covered in the report were a 
summary of the constitution of the 
Student's Society, with recommen- 
dations for possible improvements, 
and a review of the Athletics situa- 
tion both here and in other univer 
sities with the. idea of improving 
the present setup st McGill. 

There was a great deal of dis- 
cussion at the conclusion of this 
report on such points as the clarifi- 
cation of the powers of the SEC. 
representation in the SEC of the 
faculties on the basis of the num 
ber of students in each one, and 
changing the quorum from a fixed 
number to a per centage of the 
total student enrollment, 

Len Starkey, chairman of the 
panel committee on student em- 
ployment, next presented the report 
oïi student employment problem!. 
A review of the work of the panel 
was first given, and then a presen- 
tation of the recommendation. 
Some of these were as follows: 
1) That there should be student 
representation on the- University 
Employment Service; 2) the prin- 
ciple of equal pay for equal work 
regardless of race, creed, sex or 
background; 3) that all students 
should undertake employment in 
the summer as part of their train

New Yorkt It has been reported 
that the Russians have- rejected the 
compromise proposal of ■ Henri 
Spaak, Assembly President, on arms 
reduction and census — this is not 
official. Today the discussion on 
the veto question comes before the 
Assembly. — It was agreed by the 
Council of Foreign Ministers yes- 
terday, that the Big Four would 
sign the satellite peace treaties on 
Feb. 10, in Paris. They also agreed 
to a meeting of a commission of 
deputies to hear small nation views 
on the German peace treaty in Lon- 
don on Jan. 14. The Big Four Coun- 
cil is now trying to line up the 
agenda for the German peace talks 
in Moscow on March 10. 

Caracas, Venesuela: There has 
been a revolt by some lections of 
the Alrforce in Venezuela, originat- 
ing in the Maracay garrison. The 
insurrection Is now under control. 
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Acorns and Large Oaks 

It is not often that McGill student* become 
so roused as they are now on the issue of civil 
liberties in Quebec. The sentiment on the campus 
has been clearly indicated by the actions of the 
temporary and unofficial Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee and by the letters of the many others in 
the columns of The Daily. McGill students arc 
against any violations of those very liberties 
which are considered luxuries in so many coun- 
tries today, and which we still consider to be 
luxuries of the greatest importance in our present 
society. 

Today, these students will gather to present 
a unified indication of the dislike which they 
have for the recent actions of Premier Dupleuis 
against the Witnesses of Jehovah and against 
a business man for his actions in trying to help 
those people. The one difficulty which has been 
presenting itself and which we must avoid this 
afternoon if we arc to accomplish anything is 
the question of our support of the views of the 
Witnesses. 

It should have become fnirly clear by this 
time that the goal of most students is the clari- 
fication of the rights of minorities, of the power 
of the Attorney-General in the issuance of liquor 
licences and of freedom of religion and speech. 
The Daily holds no brief for the individuals con- 
cerned nor for any of their views. The same sen- 
timents have been expressed by the members of 
the Civil Liberties Committee and by the great 
majority of people both on the campus and off 
who aim only to protect our freedom of religion 
and our freedom of speech. The Witnesses are 
well known for their odious views and for the 
very poor manner in which they express them. 
Be that as it may, they hold certain views— they 
must be allowed to express them freely and open- 
ly. We trust that their sentiments will- gather 
few disciples but the principle of their seeking 
to convert others cannot be denied unless we are 
prepared to deny them to others. In the ease of 
Mr. Roncarelli, his past is no concern in the 
present situation. He has gone bail for several 
people and for that must suffer by losing the 
main source of his income. The legality of can- 
cellation without notice is unquestioned, al- 
though this law is not one of which we can be 
proud. However, we do question thé motives be- 
hind the cancellation, and that will be one of 
the main points of disoussion at today's meeting. 

The importance of the problems cannot be 
overestimated for "largo oaks from little acorns 
grow". However, unless we obtain a satisfactory 
quorum, there can be no official notification of 
our sentiments. This may at some time affect 
every one of us — so come out and support the 
petition. — AX

Like so many ot his compositions, the four 
chamber suites by Johann Sebastian Bach, which the 
McGill String Quartet and ensemble are presenting 
In the four concerts at the Hermitage by the Montreal 
Festivals devoted to Handel's Twelve Grand Concer- 
tos, are wrapped In mystery ao far as their origin 
and dale of composition are concerned. The Suite 
No. 2 in B minor, is to be presented with the fourth, 
fifth and sixth of the Handel Concertos at the concert 
of Erlday, December IS. 

The original manuscript of the suites is lost. The 
present full score was compiled from a set of parts 
which were housed in the famous Amelia aection of 
the Prussian State Library in Berlin before the war 
just concluded in Europe. 

Bach wrote these suites during his term of office 
as chapel master to the Prince of Anhalt-Goethen, 
There he had at his disposal a small chamber group 
for. which it is known that he wrote his immortal 
Brandenburg Concertos. 

The suite in B minor is scored tor flute, violins, 
vioal and the usual bass parts.

One 
policy, aa expressed at this year's 
meetings, is that the Society should 
work for a general Increase in

As a 
result of the deeds ot our brave 
soldiers, the world has entered a 
new era— a progressive era. Un- 
fortunately there are atill some 
amongst us who do not as yet 
admit that the age of reaction Is a 
thing of the past They cling to 
their anarchronlstic ideas as fero- 
ciously as ever. Well, it it up to 
labor and Its leaders to crush the 
remnants of reaction. The prece- 
dent set by the outcome of the 
present strikes will once and for 
all let us know where we stand;

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grants. I would like to make an- 
other suggestion for the considera- 
tion of the Veterans. 

Most veterans had some savings 
when they started school Those 
who did a little arithmetic realized 
that $60.00 monthly was not going 
to cover the total cost, but would 
have to be supplemented by our 
savings and earnings. We are find- 
ing: 1) Cost of living is higher and 
our savings are going quicker than 
we expected. 2) Courses require all 
our attention and energy, and part- 
time work during the term seri- 
ously interferes with our studies. 

Since the government has stated 
definitely that it never intended 
to underwrite education and does 
not intend to raise the grant, as 
the university group is already in 
a favored position compared to 
other veterans, it seems to me very 
doubtful that we will get anything 
more unless we modify our de- 
mands. Might we not suggest to 
them a graduated scale, based on 
the length of the course? Say $fiO 
the' first year, $65 the second, to a 
maximum of $75 for single vets, 
anad corresponding scales for 
married. 

Those of us whose .course is only 
one year feel very grateful to the 
government for making this 'oppor- 
tunity available to us, and we do 
not feel justified in asking for 
Increased granta for ourselves. How- 
ever; we do appreciate how very 
difficult the situation must be for 
a student in a four- or five-year 
course, especially it he is married, 
and we wish to support the Vet- 
erans' Society in ita efforts to help 
these vets.

Yes, it is an unhappy 
paradox that the only time at 
which the laborer can earn suffic- 
ient sums of 1 money to somewhat 
enjoy the better things of life, 
occurs when members of his fam- 
ily are at the front line risking 
their lives. . 

The aforementioned statements 
are not made a priori— any inves- 
tigations as to what has occurred 
in the past thirty years will more 
than prove their authenticity.

I feel that Mi« Howell's objec- 
tions to the nature of the campaign 
objective are sound in every de- 
tail. I also feel, however, that, 
since the mistake had already been 
made, and the campaign Irrevoc- 
ably underway, her remarks were 
rather ill-timed, serving only to 
undermine the project, without 
doing any actual good. - 

As for Mr. Corrlgan, his attitude 
of supercilious condescension to- 
wards Miss Howell would un- 
doubtedly prove infuriating to her, 
if only she would accept Mr. Cor- 
rigan's opinion as to her sanity as 
final, which is, I imagine rather 
unlikely.

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1849 Annexation SpeechTopic; 
History Cliib Plans Anniversary 



A meeting of the McGlll Histori- 
cal Society was held on Tuesday 
evening at the home of Cranford 
Pratt. In spite of the inclement 
weather there was a large atten- 
dance. The new constitution of the 
society was read, amended and 
approved by the members. Plans 
for the fiftieth anniversary banquet 
to be held late in January were 
then discussed. 

Mr. Sandy Mills gave a talk on 
the "Annexation Movement of 
1640." Beginning by tracing the 
European background of this con- 
troversy, the speaker went on to 
explain that the chief motive be- 
hind the movement was economic. 
The very important Montreal people 
who were the leaders in the dis- 
pute felt, said Mr. Mills, that "it 
was far better to eat roast beef 
under a President than red herring 
under a Monarch." 

Mr. Mills then went on to explain 
the importance of the Rebellion

Losses' Bill which had lit the fuse 
beneath the powder keg. The great 
statesmanship of the .Governor Gen- 
era], Lord Elgin was emphasized. 
In spite of riots in Montreal result- 
ing in the destruction of the Parlia- 
ment Building, he was ultimately 
successful in negotiating the Recip- 
rocity Treaty which restored the 
economic prosperity of Canada. 
This, said Mr. Mills, took the wind 
out of the sails of the Annexation- 
ists and marked the change-over 
of the Canadian economy from the 
European to the American market. 

To illustrate the strong feeling 
of the people at this period, Mr. 
Mills read extracts from newspaper 
editorials -of the day. These proved 
very interesting, and amusing, not 
only for their content, but for their 
forceful style.
